We  were  very  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Miss 
Fannie  U.  Greeley  to  finish  the  term.  Miss  Greeley  is  an  ex- 
perienced teacher,  well  qualified  to  continue  the  work  that  Miss 
Miles  had  commenced.  The  fall  and  winter  terms  were  under 
the  instruction  of  your  supervisor.  We  believe  that  the  work 
done  will  compare  favorably  with  that  of  previous  terms.  The 
attendance  of  the  winter  term  was  larger  than  for  several  years, 
there  being  about  sixty  pupils  in  all;  this  fact  alone  would  make 
it  necessary  to  make  two  grades  because  neither  room  will  seat 
more  than  forty-five  pupils.  We  believe  that  one  teacher  can- 
not do  justice  to  a  large  ungraded  school,  thus  the  necessity  of 
having  two  grades.

REMARKS. 

The  s  upervision  of  our  common  schools  has,  for  the  past 
year,  been  in  the  han  f  one  inexperienced;  yet  your  super- 
visor h  as  spared  no  pains  in  trying  to  give  satisfaction  and  jus- 
tice to  all.  That  mistakes  have  been  made  we  do  not  doubt,  but 
we  humbly  ask  pardon  of  any  who  think  they  have,  by  us,  been 
wronged  .  And  for  the  kind  assistance  rendered  by  the  patrons 
of  our  schools,  I  wish  to  return  my  sincere  thanks. 

There  is  q^e  complai^t  that  school  ofRcials  almost  always 
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have  to  make  and  that  is,  the  small  apparent  interest  of  parents 
in  the  schools.  As  shown  by  the  registers,  but  few  of  our  citi- 
zens have  visited  the  schools  during  the  past  year.  There  has 
been  but  little  outward  manifestation  of  interest  or  sympathy 
for  the  teacher.  Our  schools  would  prosper  very  much  better 
were  this  condition  of  affairs  reversed.  You  cannot  expect 
your  children  to  be  interested  in  their  school  unless  you  are 
interested  also.  We  must  remember  that  education  has  its 
foundation  in  the  home.  You  ought  to  encourage  your  scholars 
in  their  studies.  See  that  they  attend  school  regularly  and 
have  them  feel  and  understand  that  they  must  do  this.  This  is 
your  duty  to  your  children  and  the  school.  No  teacher  can 
have  success  unless  they  have  good  government  in  their  school. 
How  foolish  a  thing  it  is,  then,  for  a  parent  to  criticise  the 
teacher  and  take  his  scholars  out  of  school  for  no  other  reason 
than  that  the  scholar  has  received  a  well-merited  punishment. 
This  course  always  injures  the  school,  teaches  the  scholar  re- 
bellion and  ultimately  makes  the  school  a  failure.  You  and 
your  scholars,  in  such  a  case,  are  the  sole  losers.  When  you 
have  performed  your  duty  as  parent  you  may  be  then  ready  to 
censure  the  teacher,  not  before. 

The  teachers  employed  during  the  past  year  have,  as  a  rule, 
been  experienced  and  well  qualified,  thus  ensuring  successful 
schools.  The  scholars  in  district  No.  12  were  conveyed  to  No.  1 
during  the  fall  and  winter  terms,  which  was  an  economical  way 
of  giving  to  them  the  much  needed  opportunity  for  attending 
school  a  longer  time  then  in  previous  years.  The  universal 
testimony  of  all  connected  with  this  district  informs  us  of  the 
entire  success  of  this  plan.  We  now  think  that  this  plan  might 
be  extended  to  other  districts  to  an  advantage.  The  amount 
paid  out  for  text  books  did  not  exceed  the  appropriation  this 
year,  but  many  books  now  in  the  schools  are  wholly  unfit  for 
use.  Such  books  tend  to  cause  the  pupils  to  lose  interest  in 
their  work.  We  would  recommend  that  these  damaged  books 
be  repaired  so  far  as  is  possible,  and  that  some  new  ones  be 
procured,  so  that  the  youth  shall  not  be  discouraged  by  the  lack 
of  good  text  books.

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SCHOOL  AGENT'S  REPORT. 


The  expense  of  schools  in  this  town  for  the  year  ending 
March  1,  1894,  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Selectmen  on  a 
preceding  page  of  this  town  report.  The  balance  sheet  this 
year  in  itself  looks  less  favorable  than  in  previous  years.  The 
cause  of  this  is  three-fold:  The  amount  received  from  the 
state  is  about  $130  less  than  last  year,  owing  to  the  decrease  in 
the  number  of  scholars  in  our  town.  The  total  number  of  weeks 
that  schools  have  been  in  session  this  year  is  353,  and  adding 
the  20  weeks  that  the  scholars  in  No.  12  were  conveyed  to  No.  1 
makes  an  actual  total  of  373  weeks,  which  is  quite  an  increase 
over  some  previous  years.  The  wages  paid  to  teachers  has 
been  increasing  from  year  to  year  a  little  for  some  time.  We 
have  found  it  difficult  to  obtain  the  services  ot  such  teachers  as 
we  need  without  advancing  in  some  cases  the  wages  of  in- 
structors this  year.  Many  orders  which  should  have  been 
drawn  last  year  were  not  drawn  until  this  year,  while  this 
year's  orders  have  all  been  drawn,  unless  it  be  one  or  two  very 
small  ones. 

We  have  made  it  our  aim  to  make  the  school  privileges  as 
near  equal  as  possible  in  the  several  districts,  as  that  is  the 
germ  thought  of  adopting  the  present  town  system;  conse- 
quently some  districts  have  received  more  schooling  than  be- 
fore, while  others  have  been  used  about  the  same  as  usual. 

The  schoolhouse  in  district  No.  3  has  had  quite  extensive 
repairs,  being  sheathed  overhead  and  having  two  coats  of  paint 
outside.  The  walls  of  the  house  in  district  No.  4  have  been 
sheathed  with  half-inch  lumber,  which  we  think  will  be  cheaper 
than  plastering  in  the  end.  New  platforms  have  been  con- 
structed in  districts  No.  3,  4,  9  and  15.  A  new  stove  has  been 
put  into  the  house  in  No.  2.  The  blackboards  in  many  districts 
have  received  a  coat  of  liquid  slating.  These,  with  a  few  minor 
repairs,  constitute  the  amount  of  work  done  in  this  direction 
this  year.  The  whole  expense  of  repairs  is  a  little  below  the 
appropriation  of  $200.

SUPERVISOR'S  REPORT. 


FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  MARCH  1,  1895. 

To  THE  Citizens  of  Corinna  :  In  submitting  to  you  the 
condition  and  progress  of  the  common  schools  it  will  be  im- 
possible for  me,  owing  to  the  death  of  our  supervisor,  Mr.  F.  H. 
Snell,  on  Nov.  6,  1894,  he  having  compiled  no  report  of  the 
spring  and  fall  terms,  to  give  an  extended  report  as  he  could 
have  done.  The  winter  terms  were  under  my  supervision.  Be- 
low will  be  found  such  report  of  the  spring  and  fall  schools  as  I 
am  able  to  compile  from  school  teachers'  registers,  etc. ;  also  a 
brief  report  of  progress  made  m  winter  terms.  The  financial 
condition  of  our  common  schools  can  be  found  by  referring  to  the 
selectmen's  report.  In  the  following  report  the  wages  include 
board  and  are  reckoned  by  the  week: 

NO.  1,  (BBOOKS). 
Summer  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Gertrude  M.  Footman. 
Length  of  school,  ten  weeks.  Wages  paid,  #5.50.  Whole  num- 
ber registered,  twenty-three.  Average,  eighteen  and  nine- 
tenths.  Fall  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Lucy  A.  Chandler.  Length 
of  school,  seven  weeks.  Wages  paid,  |5.50.  Whole  number 
registered,  eighteen.  Average,  fifteen.  Winter  term,  Lucy  A. 
Chandler,  teacher.  Length  of  school,  seven  weeks.  Wages  paid, 
$6.00.  Whole  number  registered,  twenty-three.  Average  nine- 
teen. This  term  was  attended  with  difficulties  which  made  it 
unsuccessful. 

NO.  2,  (BOND'S). 
Summer  term  was  taught  by  Jennie  White.  Length  of 
school,  ten  weeks.  Wages  paid,  $4,50.  Whole  number  regis- 
tered, thirteen.  Average,  twelve.  The  fall  term  was  taught  by 
Jennie  White.  Length  of  school,  seven  weeks.  Wages  paid, 
$5.00.  Whole  number  registered,  thirteen.  Average,  eleven 
and  one-half.  The  winter  term  was  taught  by  Miss  L.  Hattie 
Morton.  Length  of  school,  seven  weeks.  Wages  paid,  $5.00. 
Whole  number  registered,  fourteen.  Average,  thirteen.  Very 
thorough  work  was  done  in  the  winter  term.  Discipline  was 
good.  Tbis  term  wa^  successful, 
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NO.  3,  (BASSETT). 

In  the  summer  and  fall  terms  the  scholars  were  conveyed  to 
No.  5,  at  a  cost  to  the  town  of  $2.50  per  week.  The  winter  term 
was  taught  by  Miss  Jennie  A.  White.  Length  of  school,  seven 
weeks.  Wages  paid,  $5.50.  Whole  number  registered,  seven. 
Average,  six  and  five-seventeenths.  At  the  close  of  the  school 
the  examination  showed  that  a  good  term's  work  had  been  done. 
NO.  4,  (NORTH  RIDGE). 

The  summer  term  was  taught  by  Miss  L.  Hattie  Morton. 
Length  of  school,  ten  weeks.  Wages  paid,  $5.50.  Whole  num- 
ber registered,  twelve.  Average,  eleven  and  one-half.  The  fall 
term  was  taught  by  Miss  L.  Hattie  Morton.  Length  of  school, 
seven  weeks.  Whole  number  registered,  fifteen.  Average, 
thirteen  and  one-half.  The  winter  term  was  taught  by  Frank 
Gray.

The  winter  term  was  taught 
by  Mr.  B.  A.  Smith.  Length  of  school,  seven  weeks.  Wages 
paid,  $6.50.  Whole  number  registered,  twenty-five.  Average, 
twenty-three.  The  work  done  in  the  winter  by  both  teacher 
and  pupils  deserves  much  praise.    This  term  was  A  1. 

(NO.  6,  PUFFER). 

The  summer  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Flossie  Jose.  Length 
of  school,  ten  weeks.  Wages  paid,  $4.50.  The  fall  term  was 
taught  by  Miss  Gertrude  M.  Footman.  Length  of  school,  seven 
weeks.  Wages  paid,  $5.50.  Whole  number  registered,  twenty- 
one.  Average,  eighteen.  The  winter  term  was  taught  by  Frank 
G.  Smith.  Length  of  school,  seven  weeks.  Wages  paid,  $6.25. 
Whole  number  registered,  eighteen.  Average,  sixteen.  Good 
progress  was  made  in  the  winter  term.  The  examination  at  the 
close  showed  the  scholars  to  be  quite  thorough  in  the  term's 
work. 

NO.  7,  (VILLAGE). 
The  summer  term  was  taught  by  Mr.  F.  H.  Snell.   Length  of 
term,  nine  weeks.   Wages  paid,  $8.00.   The  fall  term  was  taught 
by  Mrs.  F.  H.  Snell.   Length  of  school,  seven  weeks.  Wage^ 


paid,  $8.50.  Whole  number  resnistered,  forty-one.  Average 
thirty- four.  The  winter  term  was  divided  into  two  schools 
Miss  Jennie  Smith  taught  the  Primary  school.  Length  of  term , 
seven  weeks.  Wages  paid,  $5.50.  Whole  number  registered, 
twenty-nine.  Average,  twenty-two.  The  examination  showed 
good  discipline,  good  progress  and  a  successful  term.  The  Gram- 
mar school  was  taught  by  Miss  L.  Belle  Mains.  Length  of  school, 
seven  weeks.  Wages  paid,  $6.50.  Whole  number  registered, 
twenty-three.  Average,  twenty-one.  This  school  was  well  dis- 
ciplined, advanced  rapidly,  but  was  not  thorough  enough  to  in- 
sure the  best  success.

Length  of  school,  seven 
weeks.  Wages  paid,  $5.50.  Whole  number  registered,  eight. 
Average,  seven  and  twenty-five-thirty-sevenths.  The  winter 
term  was  taught  by  Mr.  Stanley  Burrill.  Length  of  school,  sev- 
en weeks.  Wages  paid,  $6.00.  Whole  number  registered,  ten. 
Average,  nine.  There  was  some  dissatisfaction  in  the  winter 
term  and,  although  we  cannot  say  that  the  school  money  was 
spent  to  the  best  advantage,  yet  the  examination  at  the  close  of 
*'he  term  showed  that  the  scholars  had  made  fair  progress. 
NO.  9,  (MOWER).

Whole  number  registered,  eighteen.  Average,  fifteen  and  seven- 
tenths.  Fall  term  was  seven  weeks.  Wages  paid,  $5.75.  Whole 
number  registered,  twenty-one.  Average,  eighteen.  Good  prog- 
resswas  made  in  the  winter  term  and  we  think  entire  satisfac- 
tion given  throughout  the  year.

Winter  term,  10  weeks;  wages,  $5.50;  number  registered,  12; 
average,  9,  The  summer  and  winter  terms  were  taught  by  Miss 
Ada  Burrill.  Most  of  the  pupils  under  her  instruction  were  in- 
dustrious and  made  good  improvement.

SCHOOL  AGENT'S  REPORT. 

The  expense  of  schools  for  the  year  ending  March  1,  1896 
will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  selectmen.  We  find  a  sur- 
plus of  $81.29  from  last  year.  There  were  outstanding  wood 
bills  amounting  to  $85.62.  Overdrawn  in  1895,  $4.33.  Our 
schools  have  been  in  session  twenty- eight  weeks.  We  have  un- 
expended nearly  fifty  dollars  and  every  bill  has  been  paid. 

From  the  condition  of  the  books  I  deemed  it  necessary  to 
make  a  change  in  arithmetics,  readers,  geographies,  grammars 
and  spellers.  In  September,  a  contract  was  made  with  the 
American  Book  company  to  take  the  old  books  and  replace 
with  a  sufficient  supply  of  new  for  use  in  the  town.  The  new 
books  purchased  amounted  to  $492  for  which  we  paid  $160. 

A  new  shed  has  been  built  in  District  No.  4,  (North  Ridge.) 
Several  of  the  schoolhouses  have  been  plastered.  The  new 
Model  desk  has  reolaced  the  old,  uncomfortable  desks  in  the 
Grammar  schoolroom  at  the  village.  These,  with  several  minor 
repairs,  constitute  the  amount  of  work  done,  the  expense  being 
nearly  $250. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  schoolhouse  in  No.  1  be  shingled, 
that  a  new  shed  be  built  at  Morse's  Corner,  also  in  No.  6,  (Puf- 
fer district.)  New  seats  could  be  placed  in  one  schoolroom 
each  year.  In  the  course  of  time  we  would  have  pleasant  and 
more  comfortable  rooms  for  the  children.  An  appropriation 
of  $250  is  needed. 

In  conclusion  I  would  thank  the  citizens  for  the  courtesies 
And  favprg  shown  me,  also  the  Committe  for  aid  and  advice.
